Dear H. H.: 

You may have noticed my name 
in the casualty list, and some of you 
may have speculated as to the 
nature of my hurts. I was slightly 
wounded by shrapnel on the Vimy 
ridge morning and am now in Lon- 
don, basking in the April sunshine. 

, Man, but it was a great day for 
,Old Canada. All four divisions went 
over together at the same moment, 


I was not privileged to see much of 
it as I was hit before we got to the 
Hun wire. One of my wounds is a 
nasty scratch on the corner of my 
left eye, and it will take some little 
ltire to get well. 

The war will be over this summer, 
so I expect to see you all some 
time next spring. 

Was that Horace Meeres’ name I 
saw among the wounded? Clowes’ 
alsa appeared.

Agriculture a Basic Industry Requir- 
Ing Broad and General 
Knowledge 
Farming {s called the basic indus- 
try, the fundamental vocation, of Can- 
ag If that be so, and it must be 
since the best think so, and indeed 
all classes of our population are 
agreed upon it, it follows that there 
rests upon the farmers a public and 
private duty at all times, but es- 
pecially at this time, when the allies 
need food supplies, of farming wisely 
and thoroughly, of not only being good 
farmers, but the best. But because 
farming is fundamental and essential 
to the existence of all other uvoca: 
tions, there rests upon the whole 
country the duty of seeing that farm- 
ing well done is” profitable, so profit- 
able as to keep the farmers of aver- 
age industry and knowledge in their 
places, and to induce farmers’ famt- 
Iles f continue in agriculture, and 
other intelligent and energetic men to 
go into it, for if it is not profitable 
people will not undertake it, and the 
businesses dependent upon it cannot 
progress, and Canada will not ad- 
vance. Outside of the highest profes- 
sions, such as law and medicine, I 
know of no asual vocation which re- 
quires for its real success so much 
brain use and diversified thought and 
knowledge as farming. More than a 
carpenter or blatksmith or other 
mechanic, more than a motorman, a 
veterinary surgeon, a storekeeper, 
and infinitely more than the rank and 
file of the civil service. They should 
know in general all that these know 
in detail, but away beyond that a 
broad and general knowledge; that 
is, if they know their business, which 
places them among the broad-minded 
and intelligent men of our country.

sons, They are expected to be quali- 
fled for the dutles of road overseer, 
councillor, school trustee, reeve, grand 
juror, magistrates. They are consider- 
ed now, as in all British countries, 
the bulwark and mainstay of all those 
privileges and rights which have. made 
Britigh people everywhere lovers of 
their land, lovers of the practical and 
good, and defenders of freedom.

MANITOBA’S BIG LOSS 


Work of Prof. Mitchell as Dalry Ex- 
pert Lauded 

Says an Eastern farm paper: Press 
comments continue to come to hand 
which indicate that the New Bruns- 
wick Department of Agriculture made 
no’ mistake in obtaining the services 
of Prof. J. W. Mitchell. The Manitoba 
correspondent for “Hoard's Dairyman” 
an influential agricultural journal 
published in the United States, makes 
the following statement concerning 
Professor Mitchell: “The retirement 
of Professor Mitchell from the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of Dairying for 
the province of Manitoba is very dis- 
couraging to the dairy industry of 
the province. A survey of the develop- 
ment of this industry during the ten- 
ure of his office indicates somewhat 
of his ability, but what indicates most 
emphatically that he should not be 
lost is the remarkable improvement 
in the quality of the dairy products 
ofthe province of Manitoba and their 
gaining popularity in outside mar- 
kets, and also that he has earned the 
enmity of unscrupulous milk and 
cream shippers through his endeavor 
to enforce the provincial act referring, 
to shipping milk and cream, and in 
his endeavor to improve the quality of 
dairy products.” 


LIGHTNING IN HOUSES 


Where the Most Dangerous Places In 
a House Are 


Tho records show that when unpro- 
tected houses are struck by lightning 
people are injured or killed in almost 
every cpnceivable location in the 
house. It seems that there {ts no place 
in a house to which lightning will not 

enetrate, although many statements 
o the contrary have beén made. 

Some places in a house are un- 
doubtedly more dangerous than others, 
however, among such being the vicin- 
oe of stoves, places between masses 
of metal on the exterior of the build- 
ing, and metallic masses in the in- 
terior, whether earthed or not, and 
near chimneys,

down spout and a steam or hot water 
Tadiator. Other dangerous places in

Gideon D. Robertson, of Welland, 
was the first representative of or- 
ganized labor who was appointed to 
the Dominion Senate. He was a tele- 
grapher and probably the most in- 
fluential man in the Canadian railway 
organizations, The Hon. Mr. Croth- 
ers had been anxious to see labor 
represented in the Senate and tho late 
Harvey Hall was slated for the Upper 
Chamber, but died just before the 
appointment was to have been made. 
The value of the presence of a labor 
representative in Parliament who 
does not have to make a deal with 
any party in order to get elected may 
be considerable, but, the curious ano- 
maly existed in that the labor organi- 
zations had contended that the Sen- 
ate should be abolished. Senator 
Robertson’s appointment was largely 
the result of services in the settle- 
ment of a C.P.R. strike in the West.

ALBERTA 


G00D WESTERN LAND pices | 


Grand Trunk Pacific officials in 
Montreal are receiving reports indica- 
tive of the prosperous conditions 
which prevail in the great agricultural 
territory served by the line in West- 
ern Canada. One correspondent at 
Holden, Alberta, states that with good 
crops and high prices received for 
urain, the price of raw land is keeping 
up to about twenty dollars an acre. 
This is considered cheap, however, as 
mnany farmers are regaining from the 


4 soil in a single season the whole pur- 


chase price of their land. A settler in 
this Holden district of Alberta bought 
a quarter section of raw land in 1915 
for $16.50 an acre. He broke up fifty- 
three acres and in 1916 sowed it to 
wheat, threshing $2,960 worth of grain. 
The price of the farm was $2,640, so 
that the one crop off fifty-three acres 
paid for the one hundred and sixty 
acres of land and gave the farmer 
about three hundred dollars in ad- 
dition. With such opportunities await- 
ing the man who {s willing to work 
on the land; the railroad authorities 
believe that tens of thousands of the 
best type of settler can be readily 
attracted to Canada under normal con- 
ditions. 


AGES OF DEVELOPMENT 


Fur Trading Age Disappears [n Parts 
of Canada — 


A hundred years ago, says the Win- 
nipeg Telegram, the fur trade might 
be said to extend over the whole 
length and width of what is now the 
Dominion of Canada. Fifty years ago, 
a large portion of Quebec, of Ontario, 
of the Maritime Provinces, a consider- 
able section of Manitoba, and a por- 
tion of British Columbia had been re- 
claimed from the wilderness; its quota 
of furs had fallen off with the advance 
of civilization, and the territory from 
which furs were being drawn had been 
circumscribed to that extent. Yet the 
supply of furs still kept up. Why? 
Because increased population, better 
transportation facilities, greater and 
more general knowledge of the coun- 
try, and more highly organized effort 
on the part of the trading companies, 
had made smaller the mesh of the 
trading net, and the country still avail- 
able as a. source of supply for fur was 
being dragged more carefully and 
more completely. 

To-day, that area is still more cir- 
cumscribed. The southern half of 
British Columbia, of Alberta and of 
Saskatchewan practically the whole of 
Manitoba, and all that portion of On- 
tarlo and Quebec which lie south of 
the height of land, have been taken 
off the fur trading area proper. They 
have gained the stage where, if they 
are not given over to agricultural, min- 
ing, or other industries of civilization, 
they are in the half-way stage of their 
existence, neither fish, flesh, fowl, nor 
good red herring; neither a fur trad- 
ing wilderness nor a full-fledged civili- 
zation. Their villages are half-store, 
half-trading post; their inhabitants, 
half-pioneer-farmers, half-trappers and 
traders; they can no longer make their 
living from the fur trade, and they 
have not yet arrived at the point 
where the demands of their civiliza- 
tion will enable them to live without 
it. It is beyond this area where the 
real fur trade is to be found. It is 
this still further circumscribed district 
that furnishes the raw material for the 
London fur market—that market 
which still levies an approximately 
equal tax to that of years past—but 
levies it on this restricted fur belt in 
nae of, as formerly, the whole of Can- 
ada. 


FLAX STRAW OF WEST 
WASTED, HAS USES 


In Paper Industry Would Mean Large 
xtra Revenue to Farmers 
of Western Canada 


The recovery of waste is not alone a 
problem of raw material, but of bring- 
{ng solence and skill and mechanical 

ower and transportation to bear on 
bat raw material. Given a unity of 
these elements, what a fleld is open 
to utilizing some of the waste of our 
Prairie Provinces, writes E. B. Big- 
gar. Take for example, straw. More 
of the grain straw should be returned 
to the soil as manure, but the native 
fertility of the prairfes tempt the far- 
mer to ignore this, and much wheat 
and oat straw {fs burned for fuel in 
the thrashers, while flax straw which 
{s not so readily rotted, is burned in 
the fleld “to get rid of it.” Yet it is 
from flax fibre that linen fabrics and 
real linen paper are made, so that a 
Taw material of incalculable value is 
here lost. 


No Chance For Textiles 


There are difficulties of a rather 
obstinate nature in the utilization of 
the flax straw of the Canadian prairies 
for linen fabrics. Flax in the Can- 
adian West is grown primarily for 
flaxseed, which is sold for linseed oil 
and for the making of oifl-cake and 
other forms of animal food. In grow- 
ing flax for the linen trade the seed 
is sown thickly, and the main atalk 

ows long and straight and unbroken 

y joints, but there {is little yield of 
seed. Then to get the best results 
flax ts pulled by hand, and not cut 
with a machine. Hand pulling is out 
of the question in the West. A linen 
textile industry is not yet in sight in 
the Canadian West, except in the use 
of the short fibres in mixed goods and 
for special purposes such as linen for 
medical dressings, etc. 


Flax as Basis Por Paper 


Tho flax as produced in the West 
may be used in the paper industry, 
and here, without question, is a 
fluorishing field for a new Canadian 
industry. The flax crop of the United 
States in 1915, grown on 2,200,000 
acres, yielded twenty million bushels 
of seed and 1,600,000 tons of straw. 
The flax crop of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta in 1916, grown on 
801,000 acres, yielded 10,559,000 bush- 
els of seed and about a ton per acre 
of straw—say 800,000 tons. Of the flax 
crop of the United States, only about 
200,000 tons a year are put to any 
profitable use, so that 1,400,000 tons a 
fear are wasted. Such a tonnage 
would, it is estimated, make all the 
wrapping paper used in the country 
and double the amount of writing 
paper used in normal trade, and it 
would give to the farmers of the 
United States an annual revenue of 
$5,000,000 from the raw material now 
wasted. ; 

The prospects in Canada for a new 
branch of our paper industry are 
more favorable than in the United 
States—first, because ‘the paper in- 
dustry of Canada, relative to popula-

The real feature of the evening, 
however, was a ten-minute speech by 
Sergeant Major Guilfayle, a returned 
veteran, who declared that he was 
there to ‘‘impeach’’ the premier for 
alleged refusal to obtain the enact- 
ment of a law preventing enemy 
aliens from voting at the provincial 
election. Sergeant Guilfoyle's state- 
ments resulted in fierce heckling of 
the premier by returned soldiers 
sprinkled throughout the audience, 
one of them giving the lie direct to 
Mr. Sifton, when he insisted that he 
had never been approached on the 
subject until a week ago, more than 
a month after the legislature, which’ 
had the only control over the sub- 
ject, had adjourned. This statement 
led the soldier hecklers in the audi- 
ence to insist on a definite reply 
from the premier as to his views re- 
garding alien enemies voting, and 
he gave them in detail and positive- 
ly, as stated above.

A SPLENDID ADDREGD. 


T. M. Tweedie was chosen the 
candidate for Centre Calgary Fri- 
day evening. In his address he 


said : 
THE SOLDIERS’ BILL 

“There are 34,000 or 35,000 of our 
men at the front, and what docs 
Premier Sifton do? I want every 
mother whose son is fighting for his. 
country, I want every wife whose 
husband is risking his life, I want 
every girl who has a lover in the 
trenches to bear this in mind, that 
A. L. Sifton and his colleagues have 
deprived 34,000 of the best men who 
have lived in this province of the 
right to vote. He says you could 
not get the vote of soldiers in the 
trenches at this time. That is one 
of the very reasons why he should 
not call an election at this time. 
He should have said we will run the 
parliament at least to the utmost 
time to see the war over. But he 
says we are going to let the alien 
enemies exercise the franchise while 
you fight for us. 

“Tf anyone can vote for Sifton 
after that, then let him go and vote 
for himi because you will belong to 
a class of persons who should not 
have many rights in this province. 

“When Mr. Sifton brought in a 
bill in 1916 for votes for soldiers he 
restricted it to those within the 
province, we wanted to amend it to 
make it apply to the soldiers every- 
where and we all voted for the 
change, but he and his followers all 
voted nay.

Cattle: Owing to the demand for 
shioment East the price on first- 
class beef showed a slight improve- 
ment over last week.

Mrs. Nellie McClung, one of the 
chief leaders for ‘Prohibition and 
Women’s Rights in Alberta, is sup- 
porting Premier Sifton and his 
Government. At Calgary, she suid: 

“This is a wonderful day of sur- 
prises. A woman addressed the 
Reichstag in Gprmany the other day 
on the subject of better protection 
for women workers. A woman was 
elected to the chamber of deputies in 
Mexico and a woman is conducting 
a political campaign in Japan. The 
franchise bill has been introduced 
into the British house of commons. 
Our cause is surely marching on. 
Those of us who have entered into 
full political rights owe a duty = 
those below

I am afraid that it would not en- 
courage the granting of the fran- 
chise to women in unfranchised coun- 
tries. Politicians of other lands 
would be disposed to say, let us 
learn a lesson from Alberta; those 
poor fellows gave the vote to wo- 
men and the women used it to turn 
them out. We will not make that 
mistake. 

“The present administration at 
their last session assumed tho re- 
sponsibility of the liquor act, al- 
though it was the people’s measure, 
and amended it in accordance with 
the avishes of the temperance people, 
If they had wanted to play us a 
sharp trick they might have said 
this is your measure, you got it by 


us on the ladder, and if 


direct legislation, now go toit and 
amend it the same way. They did 
not say that; they got under the 
burden, they took the responsibility 
and amended the act oven though a 


large delegation went before them 
and asked them not to. 
“But perhaps you say the Con- 


servatives would have done the same 
thing if they had a chance. I will 
not gainsay that. I do not know. I 
feel sure individual members of the 
Conservative party have been faith- 
ful ‘and conscientious advocates of 
both prohibition and woman suf- 
frage, but I do not think that either 
of these planks have ever appeared 
in their platform, nor did any of 
their party papers endorse these 
principles. That is entirely their 
own affair, and I am not impugning 
their motives. They were no doubte 
as conscientious in their opposition 
of these principlos as we were in 
their advocacy. 

“Good government consists in giv- 
ing the people what they want and 
the present administration seems to 
me to have done this fairly well. 
Advocates of prohibition and women 
suffrage have no cause for complaint 
against the present administration, 
and so, as it appears to me, we can- 
not afford to turn them down. I 
would urge upon all the new voters 
not to accept ready-made opinions 
from anyone. Handed-down  opin- 
ions swallowed without looking at - 
them has been the curse of the‘ 
world.’’—Advt.

; After the hospitals are established 
‘the local board will manage them 
with the assistance of the Provincial 
Hospital Board. Liberal grants will 
be given to all hospitals throughout 
the Province in connection with the 
‘operation of these hospitals. The 
hospital policy of the Government 
under the present Act would mean a 
promiscuous and haphazard  oon- 
Struction of rural hospitals through- 
out the Province, whereas the hos- 
pital policy of the Opposition would 
under the Provincial Hospital Board, 


,make for unity and efficiency and 


would give to the newer districts, 
where hospitals and medical service 
are needed most, these necessary ad- 
vantages. 


Telephones 


There is perhaps no department of 
the Government where there ig 
greater wastave and inefficiency than 
iin connection with thé administra- 
tion of the telephone system. Up 
to 1909, when the system was un- 
der the Departrrent of Public Works, 
the rural lines cost on an average ol 
$143 per mile. After the Telephone 
Department was taken from the 
‘Department of Public Works and put 
under the Minister of Railways and 
Telephones, there is a marked  in- 
crease in the cost of construction. 
In 1912 rural lines cost $243 per 
mile. In 1913, the year of the last 
general election, $402 per mile. 

The political management of the 
iTelephone Department has been so 
bad that the Government are not 
able to give the telephone service to 
the rural districts to which they are 
lentitled. In many parts the far 
mers are organizing their own com- 
panies and connecting up with the 
Government system. 

The Opposition believes that the 
telephones should be put under an 
independent business management, 
(free from party influence, in order 
that it might be managed in an 
efficient and economical way that 
the service can he extended rapidly 
to meet the reasonable demands of 
the people at a reasonable cost. 


Public Debt and Taxes. 


When Premier Sifton took office in 
1910 the Province had a bonded in- 
debtedness of $2,200,000, with an 
overdraft at the Rank of $2,500,000. 
To-day we have a honded indebted- 
ness approximately $29,000,000, with 
$2,500,000 authorized at the last 
session. Mr. Sifton’s frenzied fin- 
ance since heing Premier of Alberta

year by year to enable the Province 
to pay its liabilities at maturity,- 
as is done in eyery business corpor- 
ation, municipality and govornment.. 
As a result of the large interest 
charge upon the Province tho Pro- 
vincial Treasurer has introduced all 
kinds of special taxation, which is 
Decora a burden upon the __peo- 
ple. ' 

Many forms uf taxes, by way of 
special licenses are taken from the 
people. One of the last forms of 
special taxation-igs known as the 
Theatre Goers Tax, it is commonly 
known under the popular name of 
Not one dollar of this 
gocs to the war, but is an added 
tax on the pleasures of the people 
to mect the increasing deficiencies of 
the Government. Hospital grants 
and school grants have been reduced, 
while on the othee hand many speci- 
al taxes are imposed upon the peo- 
ple. 

If the present political adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Pro- 
vince continues. we are face to face 
with a direct tax upon all the lands 
of the Province to mect the  in- 
creasing interest charges from year 
to year and the necessary expendi- 
tures of the Government. 


Natural Resources. 


The acquisition by the Province of 
our vast natural resources is the 
only way we can hope to prevent 
direct taxation and have sufficient 
revenue to- put the Province upon 
a sound financial basis, not only to 
meet our rapidly increasing debts, 
but also to provide for the demands 
of our increasingly larger expendi- 
tures, '

Railroads. 


Not only have the Government 
plunged the Province into an enor- 
mous direct debt of over thirty mil- 
lions, but have authorized guar- 
antees of railroads for sixty mil 
Kon dollars, of which over forty-five 
thas alaeady been authorized. 

The Opposition have been and are 
unalterably opposed to the reckless 
aad iniquitous policy of the Govern- 
rent in connection with railway 
guarantees. ' 

Sir Adam Beck secently in 
Ontario Legislature gave a most 

cathing denunciation of the way 
McKenzie and Mann-have piled up 
profits out of the guarantees of the 
people of Canada. He asserted that 
a debt had been placed on _ every 
men, Woman and child for McKenzie 
and Man of $26 per head. 

They have taken their toll from 
the Province of Alberta and have 
played fast and loose with their 
agreements with the Government. 

) Mr. Sifton went to the country at 
the last eleetion on: the Canadian 
North Western Railway policy, hav- 
ne given a Provimeial guarantee for 
1275 miles to McKenzie and Mann 
for lines which were projected 
through nearly all the constituencies 
throughout the Province. Over six 
million of these bonds were sold in 
1912-13, yet to date, only 153 miles 
has been actually completed with 
about as much more of scattered 
and disjointed grades. While the 
guarantee act provided that the 
whole mileage of 1275 miles should 
be completed by the end of 1915. Al. 
though the guarantee on these var- 
ious lines averaged $15,000 per 
mile, the Canadian-Northern West- 
orn have been paid to date $23,000 
por mile, which is greatly in excess 
of the actual money earned. 

Evidence before the Public Ac 
counts, taken under oath by the 
Government railway engineers, show 
jthat “money has been paid irregular- 
ly to the Railway Company and O. 
K'd., without the Government Fin- 
igineer having seen and inspected the 
-work done. What can we expect, 
when the Secretary of the Railway

Also serious charges ogainst tho 
Attorney General in addition to 
those mentioned above against tho 
Minister of Railways. Charges

(c) That licensces of this Province 
have paid large sums of moncy to 
the agents of the Attorney General 
for the purpose of stiffing or un- 
justly abandoning prosecutions un- 
der The Liquor License Ordinance, 
and that the Honorable the Attor- 
ney General, name, C. W. Cross, 
was cognizant thereof and a party 
thereto. 

(d) That cortain licensees of this 
Province have paid a large sum of 
money to the agents of the Attuor- 
ney General for the purpose of sco- 
uring imurunity from the threats and 
coercion of such agents and further 
extortions in the matter of privi- 
leges granted under The Liquor 
License Ordinance, and that the 
Honorable the Attorney General, 
name, C. W. Cross, was cognizant 
thereof and a party thereto. 

The Opposition were prepared to 
prove every charge made yet the 
Prericr defended the Honorable the 
Attorney General and refused abso- 
lutely to open the lid upon the 
seething, mass of corruption in con- 
nection with the administration of 
the license department.

Who are these associates ? 

The financial eombination, who- 
ever the associates may be, is 
threatening the dopletion of Alber- 
ta’s oredit and jeopardizing the sec- 
upities of the Province and inviting 
disaster for the day of reckoning to 
come. While there is need for rall- 
way developement in Northern Al- 
berta as woll as in al: parts of the 
Province, parts of tho McArthur 
lines are manifestly built more for 
private interests than for public nec- 
essity. It is interesting to note 
that these guaranteed lines as well 
as nearly 400 miles more of exten- 
sions, for which charters were grant- 
ed during the past session, sorve to 
2pen up timber areas which were 
alienated by Sir Clifford Sifton to 
relatives and friends, during the 
time he was the Minister of tho 
Interior. It is, furthermore, signi- 
ficant to note that some cf these 
timber areas are now controlled by 
J. D. McArthur and his associatos, 
under the ownership of the North- 
West Lumber Company. It is also 
significant to note that Mr. J. D. 
McArthur, eommonly known as ‘‘the 


Siftons, hag secured not only guar- 
antees vastly in excess of actual 
cost of constwuction, but loans and 
concessions manifestly not in the 
public interest. 

The total mileage of railways 
built in the Province of Alberta 
since 1905 is 4966, while only 1707 
has beon actually built as a result 
of the guarantce policy af the Gov- 
ernment. The Opposition are un- 
alterably opposed to this reckless 
and suicidal poficy of the Govern- 
ment in connection with railway 
guarantees to railway promoters. If 
wo have to supply the credit to build 
railways, we believe i would be bot- 
tor for the Government to build the 
lines for the actual cost in the in- 
terests of the pcople and thereby 
prevent the manipulation of the 
roads to serve private rather than 
public interests, also prevent tho in- 
flation of eosts of roads whereby the 
settlers will need to pay ‘excess rates 
for all time to come.

vate interests, rather than protected 
the people of Alberta who reposed 
in him the high responsibility of his 
Position ? 


Government Promises. 


The Government went to the 
country in 1913 on promises- which 
have not been fulfilled. Again, the 
Government are making many pro- 
mises. 

Previous to the last election there 
was an item of $300,000 for public 
ouildings and sites, this sum has 
never been expended but has _ been 
reduced to $50,000 since. At the 
last session there was an appropri- 
ation put in the estimates for $100,- 
000 for agricultural schools. Doubt- 
less this will turn out as the appro- 
priations for public buildings pre- 
vious to the last general election. 
The peoples’ hopes in many con- 
stituencies were raised for public 
buildings but ended in promises. To- 
day we have agricultural schools 
promised in a good many constitu- 
encies throughout the Province. 
Under present financial conditions 
we leave it for the people to judge 
whether these expenditures will be 
made. A government that resort to 
such dishonest methods of bribery to 
unduly influence the electorate and 
are not willing to be judged upon 
their record are not likely to carry 
out their pledges or give an honest 
administration. 


Investigations. 


The following charges wero made 
against the Minister of Railways 
during the past Session which were 
aksolutely enforced and proven by 
the facts in connection with each 
eharge:

The Temperance Question. 


The Govornment supporters in 
some quarters claim cunsiderable 
eredit for having passed the Liquor 
Act, while nominally the Liquor 
Act was passed without Opposition 
from any member of the Legisiu- 
ture, it was the * peoples’ measuro 
under the Initiative and Referendum. 

Tho Government passed some 
amendments to the Liquor Act at 
the Jast session, which were sup- 
ported by all the members of 
House. 

We do not believe, however, that 
a Government that has been hand 
in glove with the liquor interests 
nd has received from them large 
sums for party funds to corrupt the 
electorate of Alberta at election 
times, will comand the support of 
those who have the temperance ques- 
tion at heart. ‘Do men gather 
scapes of thorns or figs of thistles?’’ 

The Opposition have always been 
in favor of submitting the Prohibi- 
tion question to the people, and if 
placed in power will administer the 
siauor Act under an_ independent 
commission absolutely free from 
olitical influence. 


Women’s Franchise. 


The women of Alberta have now 
their full rights of citizenship and 
will be entitled to vote at tho forth- 
coming election. The Opposition 
stuod unanimously for this measure. 
We helieve that women who live 
under tho law and are subject to the 
Jaw, should have the same statis as 
men with respect to all the rights 
of citizenship. While this measure 
was a Government measure it was 
supported by every member of the 
Opposition both by vote and by in- 
fluence. The Leador of the Opposi- 
tion supported by other members of 
his party at the session before the 
franchise was granted to women, 
advocated women’s suffrage and it 
was only after the Opposition had 


strongly spoken in its favor and 
after the overwhelming volo for 
rohibition, that the Government 


were finally persuaded to bring in 
the measure to extend the franchise 
to women, : 

While doubtless oredit shoald be 
given to the Govornment for having 


introduced this measure, no fess 
redit should be given to the Op- 
position for having urged it. upon 


the Government and for having sup- 
ported it in the whole hearted and 
unanimous way which they did. Tho 
Opposition appeal to the women as 
well as the men of Alberta who de- 
sire better conditions, who disap- 
prove of corruption, extravagance 
and the despotic rule of the affairs 
of Alberta, to support the Opposi- 
tion in the coming election. The 
Opposition for some years have tried 
as far as they could in the legisla- 
ture and in the Province to protect 
the public interests and while critiz- 
ing the Government upon many 
things, yet have supported all 
measures that they helieved to be 
,o the interest of the people. 

Ts it not time for a change ? 

Is it not time to rid the Pro- 
vinco of the corrupt system of ma- 
chine politics that makes for ineffi- 
ciency and wastage and to ostablish 
ficient, economical and business ad- 
ministration by elocting to office the - 
Opposition ?

Its form is a sand 
containing 15 per cent. bitumen. At 
the Mellon Institute of Industrial 
Research in Pittsburg, a process for 
separating the asphaft from the 
sand has been developed.
